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NEW WATER 
METER FOR 
EVERT HOME 


EVERY home in Folkestone 
will have a water meter 
within 18 months. 

The government-backed scheme 
aims to conserve supplies but critics 
fear it will cost many consumers more. 

Since 1999 new homes have a water 
meter but most houses were charged 
based on the council tax banding. 

Folkestone and Dover Water 
Services, is the sole UK Area of Water 
Scarcity Status. It has already 
installed about 11,000 meters and 
work will complete by September 2010. 

A spokesman said those who had 
already signed up had done so 
through either requests to help lower 
their bills, where properties had

changed hands, or through new-build 
homes which had to have meters fit¬ 
ted as standard. 

The move is part of a £33 million 
investment programme to introduce 
new water sources and improve treat¬ 
ment and distribution systems in the 
five years to 2010. 

FDWS managing director David 
Walton said the dual approach was 
needed to ensure supplies were kept 
secure in the face of climate change 
and increased demand from a growing 
population. 

He said: 'We would like to see water 
used much more carefully. In the UK 


the average water use per person per 
day is more than 150 litres and we 
would like to see this reduced to 
around 120 litres. 

“This would bring us more into line 
with countries such as Denmark and 
Germany. 

Water savings of up to 15 per cent 
can be made with no major change in 
lifestyle. 

“Using showers rather than baths 
also cuts energy costs and we are urg¬ 
ing our customers to save water, save 
energy and save money.” 

The metering program first began 
with a trial in Lydd in 2007, before 
spreading to surrounding towns and 
villages including Hythe, Saltwood

Divorce wife led police to 
Tory husband's gun cache

THE wife of a Tory councillor 
led police to an arsenal of 
handguns he kept at his 
country home because she 
was unhappy about giving 
him £180,000 in a divorce 
settlement, a court heard. 

Millionairess Alison Meurice called 
police two days after she was forced to 
hand part of her fortune to ex-hus¬ 
band Nick Meurice after a long dis¬ 
pute. 

Maidstone Crown Court heard that 
Meurice was arrested after his wife 
reported the cache of weapons at the 
couple’s seven-bedroom home, 
Redbrooks Wood, Hythe. 

The court heard the couple had been 
going through a bitter divorce after 
their marriage of 25 years had broken 
down and that Meurice, who has 
stepped down from the council since 
his arrest, had had an affair. 

Richard Scott, prosecuting, said: 
“Their relationship broke down in 
April 2006 and Meurice moved out.”

In February 2007, Mrs Meurice said 
she and her son found a revolver, two 
pistols and a spy-style pen-gun in 
Meurice’s wardrobe and called the 
police. On Friday, Mrs Meurice took 
the stand against her ex-husband, 
with whom she has four children. 

He had “always liked guns”, had a 
homemade silencer for one weapon 
and used to carry his pen-gun with 


him on the London Underground, she 
said. 

Mrs Meurice said her marriage had 
broken down after she hired two pri¬ 
vate detectives who found Mr Meurice 
to be having an affair. She then threw 
him out and changed the locks. 

She said on one occasion she had to 
call police after he came over while 
she was clearing his possessions and 
there was an alleged altercation on 
the driveway. 

Meurice was found not guilty of that 
alleged attack by Folkestone magis¬ 
trates in September 2006. 

Defending, Nicholas Doherty said: 
“Mrs Meurice knew the guns were at 
the house and called police to get her 
husband into trouble. She has told a 
pack of lies.” 

He said Mrs Meurice, who runs a 
jewellery business in Hythe, called 
police two days after a divorce hearing 
in which she had to hand over part of 
her family fortune to her ex-husband. 

He said: ‘You asked for 80 per cent 
of the total value of assets but got 50, 
then two days later you decided to 
clear out the garage.” 

Meurice denies eight counts of pos¬ 
sessing illegal firearms. 


Airport safety crews pass muster after 'crash' 


SAFETY procedures at Lydd Airport 
have been approved after an emer¬ 
gency exercise which included a simu¬ 
lated plane crash. 

The scenario was based on an air¬ 
craft carrying 10 passengers career¬ 
ing off the runway during touchdown 
and crashing into an airfield opera¬ 


tions vehicle with two people inside. 

Kent Police sent a specialist critical 
incident response team, took charge of 
the command centre and worked with 
other emergency services and airport 
management. The exercise was 
praised by Civil Aviation Authority 
inspector Graham Bartlett, who said 


the drill meant the team was far bet¬ 
ter prepared to deal with any serious 
incident. The airport has 11 full-time 
CAA-certified firefighters, three foam 
tenders, one all-terrain vehicle and 
one command vehicle.

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Climate change threat 
to our ancient Marsh

ROMNEY Marsh is one of the areas 
of the county most at risk from flood¬ 
ing, according to a new report. 

Tomorrow’s Kent, published by the Campaign 
to Protect Rural England’s Kent branch, focuses 
on the impact of climate change on the country¬ 
side. It says Romney Marsh faces the threat of 
sea level rise and coastal flooding. 

Sea defences along stretches of the Marsh 
coastline have been strengthened in recent years, 
but environmentalists say more must be done to 
protect people and property from the risk of 
encroaching sea waters. 

A CPRE spokesman said: “This is why resi¬ 
dents have formed Defend our Coast, a group 
dedicated to ensuring the Government invests in 
coastal defences in the right place and at the 
right time. 

“Faced by such an uncertain future, it makes 
the proposals for an expanded Lydd airport look 
even more irresponsible. 

“As well as damaging wildlife and the quality of 
life for residents, the carbon emissions from the 
airport will contribute to the veiy problem that 
threatens the whole of Romney Marsh.” 

The report states: “Climate change is an issue 
that affects all of us. Kent has particular vulner¬ 
abilities that mean we are likely to be hit earlier 
and harder than any other areas of the UK. 

“CPRE Kent produced Tomorrow’s Kent to 
inspire and encourage people to take action now 
and join our campaign to protect Kent from the 
likely impacts of climate change.” 


Campaigners say the Government and individ¬ 
uals need to be aware of the risks Kent is facing 
and plan for adapting to these changes. 

They say global warming could cause seas to 
rise and make for unpredictable weather pat¬ 
terns, including a greater risk of storms. 

The spokesman said: “CPRE Kent believes now 
is the time for parish councils, Parliament and 
others to be thinking ahead to what public serv¬ 
ices and planning policies need to be put in place 
to meet the needs of tomorrow’s Kent. 

“The public needs to be aware of the problems 
and opportunities that may lie ahead. The main 
impacts on Kent will be: sea-level rise, more 
water stress, greater flood risk and storm dam¬ 


age, and summer overheating. We need to chal¬ 
lenge Government, business and ourselves to 
reduce these impacts on the county. Our report 
provides an introduction to the ways eveiyone 
can do more to prepare. 

“Climate change will have an impact on your 
life, no matter where in Kent you live. Different 
areas of the county will be affected differently. 
The main impacts facing people in south Kent 
are housing growth and sea-level rises. 

“As much as a quarter of Kent’s land area is less 
than five meters above mean sea level. This 
includes some of our most valuable wildlife habi¬ 
tats, most productive agricultural land, four 
power stations and dozens of rural communities.” 



Waterstone’s 

Valentine's Day 
closure looms 
for bookseller 

THE larger of the two Waterstone’s 
stores in Folkestone town centre is to 
shut - the latest victim of the high street 
credit crunch. 

The move leaves the five permanent 
staff at the book store concerned for their 
futures. 

“Yes, we are closing down - it’s very 
sad,” said one member of staff. 

The Guildhall Street branch will close 
on Valentine’s Day, while the company’s 
smaller store in Sandgate Road will 
remain open. 

That shop was acquired by 
Waterstone’s when the firm bought out 
Ottakars in September 2005. 

The chain, which is owned by HMV, is 
to shed 200 jobs nationwide. 

A spokesman said: “We can confirm 
that the Old Town Hall branch of 
Waterstone’s will close on Saturday, 
February 14. 

“We are now entering into a period of 
consultation with the staff at the store.” 

Five workers are employed at the 
Guildhall Street store, although it is 
understood the manager will be trans¬ 
ferred to Folkestone’s other branch.

Meters are usually fitted exter¬ 
nally on individual homes’ pipes, 
although in some cases internal 
meters are needed and the installa¬ 
tion is completed within a working 
day. 

Work is usually carried out in 
pavement and verge areas and 
sometimes in the gardens of prop¬ 
erties. 

The company said there would be 
minimal disruption with no effect 
on road traffic in the town.

New reactor a core 
issue at Dungeness 

PROPOSALS for a new power sta¬ 
tion at Dungeness are to be dis¬ 
cussed at a public meeting tonight 
(Wednesday). 

It takes place at Hythe Methodist 
Church hall from 6.30pm. 

British Energy, which owns and 
operates Dungeness B, is hosting the 
event - the last in a series of six - 
about the possibility of a new plant 
at the Romney Marsh site. 

The meeting will provide informa¬ 
tion on British Energy’s plans to 
build at least one new reactor unit of 
up to 1600MW at Dungeness, gener¬ 
ating enough power to serve 2.5 mil¬ 
lion households. 

Those in favour say the plan would 
also create 2,000 jobs during con¬ 
struction and would employ up to 
400 people during 60 years of low- 
carbon electricity generation. 

Staff from British Energy and 
Royal Haskoning, an environmental 
consultancy firm carrying out 
impact assessments on the power 
generating company’s potential new- 
build projects, will be in attendance 
to answer questions. 

Dungeness B station director Alan 
Oulton said: “We are keen to outline 
our plans for a potential new nuclear

build to people in the community 
and to allow them to ask us ques¬ 
tions and give us their views. 

“There is no doubt Dungeness is 
potentially a key site for new nuclear 
build. The benefits to the area in 
terms of jobs and the economy are 
vast.” 

The Government is committed to 
the so-called nuclear option as part 
of its programme to generate power 
during the coming decades. 

However, the Dungeness project 
has attracted criticism from environ¬ 
mentalists who point to potential 
damage to the important bird 
reserves nearby.

GURKHAS could soon be working 
to repair Britain’s railway tracks 
after a contractor said it was look¬ 
ing to recruit up to 400 of the spe¬ 
cially trained troops. 

Retired soldiers who have served in the 
Royal Gurkha Rifles, based at Shomcliffe bar¬ 
racks in Folkestone, have the skills necessary 
for the maintenance of the railways according 
to Ganymede Solutions. 

The company, which provides temporary 
engineers for Network Rail, is already retrain¬ 
ing a group of former Gurkha soldiers at the 
country’s busiest station in Clapham, South 
West London. 

A Ganymede spokesperson said: “The com¬ 
pany is only too aware of the skill base they 
offer. And with employment after leaving the 
Army being of key importance, Ganymede is 
paying to retrain the former combat engineers 
to become railway engineers.” 

The idea has been pioneered by Gary 
Hewett, managing director of the Slough- 
based firm and former wing commander who 
served alongside the Gurkhas in the 
Falklands. 

He said they were looking at the former sol¬ 
diers because the type of work on offer often 


attracted “transitory” labour, where people 
might only stay briefly before moving on, with 
the quality often inconsistent. 

The self-discipline and ability to work 
together as a unit was what made them 
appealing as employees. Ganymede is also 
actively recruiting Gurkhas from Aldershot 
and other bases around the UK. 

Half of the 3,400 Gurkhas based in Britain 
are infantry soldiers in the Royal Gurkha 
Rifles, with the remainder serving in specialist 


Gurkha “corps” units providing engineering, 
logistics, signals and medical support. 

Unlike the rest of the Army every Gurkha 
undergoes full military combat training, 
meaning they can provide cover when troops 
are in short supply on the battlefield. 

Last September campaigners won a High 
Court battle to allow Gurkha soldiers who had 
retired before 1997 to be allowed to stay in this 
country and ordered a review of the 
Government’s policy.

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Four jailed as police foil plot to 
steal 18 tonnes of scrap copper 


A FOLKESTONE lorry driver has 
been jailed for playing a crucial role 
in a plot to steal a German truck 
and its load of scrap copper. 

He was one of four people sentenced at 
Canterbury Crown Court on Friday after being 
convicted of conspiracy to steal. 

All had denied the charge. 

Thomas William Spain, 52, of Francis Road 
Folkestone, was sentenced to 18 months’ 
imprisonment. Also jailed were Rodney John 
Stacey, 33, of Deal (18 months), Trevor Anthony 
Coates 35, of Ashford (18 months) and Andrew 
Thomas Jones, 34, of Canterbury (12 months). 

A fifth man, Carl Martin, 48, was found not 
guilty of one count of conspiracy to steal and 
one count of theft. 

Originally destined for Belgium, the metal on 
board weighed 18 tonnes and was valued at

more than 90,000 euros. The tractor unit and 
trailer alone were worth 145,000 euros. 

Nigel Rlkington, head of CPS South East 
Complex Casework Unit, said: “Each defendant 
played his part in the conspiracy and all worked 
together to make the plan a reality, thinking 
that it would net them a substantial profit. 

“Thomas Spain breached the trust of his 
employers and was central to the conspiracy - 
without him the plot could never have got off 
the ground. 

“He alone was responsible for and in charge of 
the vehicle and its freight. We were determined 
that those responsible for organising and exe¬ 
cuting this theft should be brought to justice - 
we’ve worked closely with Kent Police from 
the start.” 

Spain was employed as a lorry driver for a 


German transport company dealing in metals. 

As far as his employers were concerned, on 
the morning of March 4, 2008, he was taking a 
substantial load of scrap copper from east 
London to Olen in Belgium. 

Instead, he pulled up at a layby near the Gate 
Services on the A2 outside Canterbury, feigned 
a heart attack and was taken to hospital by 
ambulance, leaving the lorry. 

The paramedics subsequently could find 
nothing wrong with him. 

Andrew Jones, Spain’s nephew, accompanied 
by his friend Rodney Stacey, intercepted the 
lorry, making it appear that the subsequent 
taking and driving away of the HGV was a ran¬ 
dom theft while it was left unattended. 

But the conspirators kept the lorry in their 
possession before trying to sell the copper to a 
scrap metal yard in Faversham, where the plot 
was foiled by Kent Police. 


A mud rescue for lady 

A WOMAN and her pet dog had to be 
rescued after becoming stuck in the mud 
at Folkestone Harbour. 

Fire crews were called to the scene on 
Sunday after she tried to get the animal, 
thought to be a small Daxon, at 11.21am. 

Two pumps were sent from Folkestone 
and another from Whitstable which has 
specialist water equipment. 

The woman, believed to be in her mid- 
50s, was stuck up to her ankles in mud 
and holding the dog by the time fire 
fighters reached her. She was freed at 
11.53am, while it was still low tide. 

Booze burglary charge 

A MAN and woman have been arrested 
on suspicion of stealing more than 
£4,000 worth of alcohol and tobacco from 
an off-licence. 

Valter Manuel Craveiro Pimentel, 28, 
of Cheriton Road and 32-year-old 
Michelle Sharon Lightfoot of Grove 
Road, Folkestone were charged with 
burglary and released on bail to answer 
before Folkestone Magistrates Court on 
Friday, February 6. 

The robbery took place at The Local 
shop in Sandgate Road, Folkestone.

Property prices on track for boost 


PROPERTY prices could benefit from the 
high-speed rail link after it was revealed 
London could be reached from Folkestone in 
under an hour. 

Estate agents said news that the capital 
will be within an hour’s commute would give 
a boost to the market after the slump of the 
past few months. 

Originally Southeastern, the train compa¬ 
ny which operates services between Kent 
and London, said the journey would take 56 
minutes but latest estimates say this could 
go to 52 minutes from Folkestone Central 
and 49 minutes from Folkestone West. 

A two-bedroom postwar flat in Folkestone 
is available for £150,000 according to 
Brendon Driscoll, a sales negotiator at Fell 
Reynolds estate agency. 

He said: ‘We have had quite a few inquiries 


from Londoners looking to move out, and 
from people looking for second homes who 
want somewhere that’s well connected.” 

James Hawkins, director of an estate agency 
in New Romney agreed the improved service 
could bring with it greater interest, especially 
as the area is closer to Ashford which forms 
part of the high speed route, while saying 
other factors would also contribute. 

He told Yourshepway: “For New Romney, 
however, there is a particular boost in hous¬ 
ing demand due to Dungeness C, which is 
expected to get the nod possibly in the next 
few months. 

“There will be hundreds of permanent jobs 
created. I would expect there to be a large 
surge in lettings when the build is underway 
and then an increase in sales once the per¬ 
manent workers are recruited.”

WE HAVE found the ultimate 
present for your Valentine - a heli¬ 
copter lesson. 

Kent is lucky enough to have one of the best 
helicopter pilot training schools in the UK. 

AV8 Helicopters, at Rochester Airport, offers 
introductory flying lessons so you can experi¬ 
ence the thrill of taking control of a helicopter. 

So if you’re looking to sweep your Valentine 
off their feet, this could be the answer. I went 
along to Rochester Airport this week for a 30- 
minute introductory flight to find out more. 

Experiencing a mix of excitement and trepi¬ 
dation, I was introduced to my instructor 
Richard Cooke, 61, and immediately relieved 
to find myself in safe hands. 

He introduced me to the Robinson R22 heli¬ 
copter we would be going up in and I was 
stunned by how small it was. 

This is the most popular aircraft for training 
pilots as it is very light and therefore sensitive 
to the touch. 

Richard first explained the three flying con¬ 
trols - the cyclic stick used to speed up, slow 
down and go left or right, the collective lever 
used to make the craft rise or fall and two foot 
pedals used to control the tail rotor. 

For the trial flight you only take control of 
the cyclic stick in flight, but it’s good to under¬ 
stand the basics before taking off. 

Richard stressed how sensitive the stick is 
and explained where we would be flying and 
that once we were levelled out and settled in to 
a cruise the controls would be passed to me. 

The Robinson R22 has a perspex canopy (the 


front windscreen) stretching down to near 
your feet, which gives an incredible view and 
makes you feel like you’re floating on air. 

It was an amazing feeling just lifting off with 
the whole of Medway stretching in front of me 
as we headed towards Leeds Castle. Then 
after just a few minutes I gripped the control 
stick and was flying. 

Despite the safety warnings I immediately 
sent us veering off to the right. But Richard 
soon corrected me and I managed to keep a 
straight course, which is the aim of the intro¬ 
ductory lesson. As I relaxed and my confidence 
grew I was able to look around and take in the 
stunning views, having been blessed with 
clear blue skies on a rare sunny winter day. 


The feeling of keeping it straight and level, 
and speeding up to make small alterations in 
direction to the left or right was brilliant. 

AV8 run 20-minute introductory flights for 
£130 plus VAT, 30-minute flights for £147.50 
plus VAT and hour flights for £255 plus VAT, 
which are perfect gifts or birthday presents. 

After the trial flight if you’re as hooked as 
me then you need a minimum of 45 hours of 
lessons to get your private pilot’s licence, at a 
cost of £255 plus VAT per hour. 

They also offer flights in executive helicop¬ 
ters over London and Hellfire Comer in Kent 
for £150 per person plus VAT.

Finishing school 
to help motivate 
our youngsters 

TROUBLESOME teenagers are being 
invited to clean up their act by attending a 
modem-day version of a finishing school. 

Shy youngsters and those with low self¬ 
esteem have also taken part in the Brand 
You Experience, which aims to help school 
leavers prepare for working life through a 
series of motivational workshops. 

The scheme, which started in Dover last 
year and is now being extended to 
Maidstone, is a joint initiative between 
Kent County Council and mentoring and 
coaching organisation Beyond Excellence. 

Project leader Dean Martin said: “Some of 
the schools used the course as a means of 
rewarding pupils who weren’t troublemak¬ 
ers but who rarely shined in the classroom. 
But then we had some who were bouncing 
off the walls and others who had very low 
opinions of themselves and perhaps weren’t 
receiving the right support at home.” 

The next Brand You Experience course 
mns for five days from Monday, February 
16, at Bradbourne House, East Mailing, 
Maidstone. Each session mns from 9.30am 
until 3.30pm daily, and Mr Martin is 
encouraging potential employers to visit 
and offer their support to the youngsters. 

He said: “We have found from talking to 
young people and employers that they are 
often poles apart in what they expect from 
each other.”

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Police frustration 
at violent crime 
statistical error 


£30m shopping centre 
placed on the market

BOUVERIE Place shopping cen¬ 
tre is up for sale - barely a year 
after it first opened. 

Owners Warner Estate Holdings have 
announced the £30 million building, which 
houses a giant 83,000 sq ft Asda superstore 
and space for 25 other shops, has been put on 
the market after interest from potential buy¬ 
ers. 

However, since the centre opened in 
November 2007, some units have remained 
empty and there were indications at the end 
of last year that the parent company was 
responding to the pressures of the global eco¬ 
nomic downturn. 

Chairman Philip Warner, in his company’s 
annual review before Christmas, said: “We 
are concentrating on those areas which we 
can control, namely, improving our income,

reducing our costs and maximising our cash. 

‘We are being proactive in meeting the 
challenge of falling values and remain in com¬ 
pliance with our banking covenants.” 

“The property sector continues to face sig¬ 
nificant challenges and the group is not 
immune from these, particularly the impact 


of falling property values. However the board 
is ever mindful of the risks facing the busi¬ 
ness in the current climate and the ongoing 
uncertainties in our industry. 

“We are being proactive in meeting these 
challenges and we are confident that by tak¬ 
ing appropriate actions, including disposals 
and securing uncharged assets, we shall mit¬ 
igate the risks as far as possible.” 

The group also announced it would not be 
issuing an interest dividend to shareholders 
for 2008, in order to conserve cash and reduce 
debt over the coming months. 

There is no suggestion that jobs or retailers 
at the centre are under threat. 

In addition to Asda, Bouverie Place also 
hosts BHS and Next, as well as smaller shops 
such as Peacocks, HMV and New Look. 

Last month, Maidstone’s Fremlin Walk 
shopping centre was put up for sale for £94 
million after owners Land Securities said 
they wanted to raise the cash for other proj¬ 
ects. 


A LEADING Kent police officer has voiced 
“frustration” over the force’s misreporting of 
serious violent crimes in the county. 

Kent Police were among 18 forces that had 
incorrectly counted the numbers of the most 
serious offences such as murder and grievous 
bodily harm (GBH) due to a change in Home 
Office guidance. 

The county constabulary was forced to sus¬ 
pend serious violent offences statistics from its 
crime figures for the third quarter of 2008. 

Acting Assistant Chief Constable Peter West 
said: “It is frustrating, in so much as when 
there are new crime recording and differences 
introduced and the guidance that goes with it, 
it takes a period of settling down. 

“We have suspended our figures because of 
applying the wrong interpretation to the 
guidelines, but we will know the figures before 
the end of the financial year,” Mr West added. 

“Serious violent crime was 6.3 per cent of our 
total -1,277 out of20,204 - and when we have 
gone through every one with the most recent 
guidance, every indication is that the figure 
will fall.” 

He said the changes did not alter the fact 
that violent crime in the county was falling. 
Kent showed a nine per cent reduction in total 
violent crime. 


Innovat ve midwives rewarded by reduction in caesarean rates 


MID WIVES in Kent have developed an idea 
that has seen caesarean section rates drop by 
five per cent. 

Concerns have been raised that caesarean 
rates, which had doubled in 10 years, are too 
high and the NHS has been working to ensure 
more women have normal births. 

Sarah Gregson, a consultant midwife for 
Maidstone and Tunbridge Wells NHS Trust, 
entered her team into the Royal College of 


Midwives (RCM) annual awards in the inno¬ 
vation category. 

They arranged for the midwife caring for a 
woman in labour to fill in a form every hour 
noting information such as changes of position 
and keeping the woman upright. Midwives 
also encourage different support strategies, 
such as using water. 

And their work, which has cut caesarian 
rates, was placed in the UK top three at a cer¬ 


emony at the Royal Garden Hotel in London. 

The audit tool, devised in 2003 by a group of 
midwives led by Hilary Thomas at Pembury 
Hospital, was used again during 2007-08. 

Mrs Gregson said: “C-section rates have dou¬ 
bled across the UK but we have not been sav¬ 
ing more mothers or babies because of it. 

“Maternity services are looking at how we 
can increase normal births because there are 
health benefits for both mother and child.” 


Research shows that women who give birth 
normally are more likely to breast feed, which 
is best for the newborn. During the second 
trial of the audit, caesarean rates dropped by 
two per cent overall from 26 per cent of births 
in 2007 to 23.4 per cent in 2008. 

Mrs Gregson said that while C-sections were 
important for women experiencing serious 
complications or with medical conditions, 
many were being carried out unnecessarily.

Ray Duff despairs of the changes that are going to leave us with a poorer rail service 



It's time to bring our trains 
back under the public wing 


I’M sure most people will, like me, 
not be able to afford to travel - 
even if we wanted to - on the new 
trains from the Channel coast to St 
Pancras from the end of the year. 

Nor be able, or even want to, ‘speedwalk’ at 
four miles an hour across London, as company 
adverts claim, to get to central destinations. 

Most of us mere mortals can usually only 
manage about half the suggested speed; those 
with disabilities would be even worse off and so 
likely be forced to pay even more to use buses 
(so often gridlocked) or the Underground. 

As for the regular trains, it appears it’s going 
to be a worsening service from now on, with 
service cuts and extended running times as 
the Go-Ahead group has already indicated. 

From Folkestone we have one fast and one 
semi-fast train to and from Charing Cross and 
Waterloo East, which are the most convenient 
stations for the West End, South Kensington 


museums etc, as well as the City. The last, 
though, still requires a change and 10-minute 
delay at Tonbridge to get to London Bridge. 

However, after December, it appears there will 
be only one or two semi-fast trains from the 
coast via Tonbridge to London, and worse in the 
evenings. 

This was negotiated by Rail For Folkestone 
and promoted as a success but actually shows it 
caved in to the company with little resistance. It 
even failed to ensure that the new fast service 
stopped at Sandling. 

Elsewhere, the two Go-Ahead-owned local 
companies have already cut the fairly comfort¬ 
able alternative service to Brighton from east 
Kent, albeit with a few changes, by reducing 
the service from Tonbridge to Redhill to one an 
hour with a long delay between train transfer. 

As for the Marshlink service, people have 
been complaining about this dangerously over¬ 
crowded ‘non’ service for years. 

While train operators have thankfully been 
stopped from cutting services by the Govern¬ 


ment, local ones have said that if the recession 
means fewer people travel by train, they will 
cut the already overcrowded services by short¬ 
ening trains from eight coaches to four. 

This, together with the announcement of 300 
job cuts... convenient for a company but again 
not for the travelling public. 

I suspect most people would rather the whole 
UK train service was returned to public control. 

I suggest regional not-for-profit social enter¬ 
prises with no compensation for the current 
managements and shareholders, who reported¬ 
ly have received increased payouts following 
increased profits. 

All politicians should guarantee to increase 
and then maintain rail investment levels, 
instead of more cuts, to both improve services 
and help tackle global warming in the long term.

O CORONATION STREET

IT’S been a long time since 
Coronation Street was a 
regular part of my TV diet. 

This most British of shows drifted 
off my radar a few years back, but 
post-Christmas seemed like an apt 
place to resume viewing. 

After crowbar-wielding uber villain 
Richard Hillman had bumped off a 
fair number of the street’s residents - 
but unfortunately not Hamster-faced 
Gail Platt - I figured it couldn’t get 
any better.

Amid the gloom comes 
light for eager buyers 


IT will hardly come as a show to 
discover the general view among 
those in the property market is 
that 2009 is not shaping up to be a 
good year. 

But there is still some encouraging news 
around for those who want to move house. 

First the bad news. Prices are still falling — 
after a 15.9 per cent drop in 2008, according to 
the Nationwide — and some sellers are 
accepting offers of 20 per cent less than their 
asking prices while interest rates have been 
dropped to an all-time low in an effort to get 
things moving again. 

But analysts have some good news - if you’re 
not caught in negative equity - and can put

down a decent deposit - now could be an 
extremely good time to buy, they claim. 

This is because so many homes are selling at 
a discount and others are coming on to the 
market cheaply as they have been repos¬ 
sessed. 

Other figures show that some mort¬ 
gage deals are being offered which are actual¬ 
ly cheaper than renting in an effort by 
lenders to boost the market and get it moving 
again. 

Figures released last week by the Royal 
Institution of Chartered Surveyors showed 
that although the number of properties sold 
hit a record low at the end of last year, the 


number of enquiries rose at the fastest pace 
since August 2006. 

Research by estate agent Savills shows by 
the third quarter of 2007, when property val¬ 
ues peaked, buying was 44 per cent more 
expensive than renting. 

With the subsequent fall in prices, however, 
the gap is closing or not there at all. 

“It’s a cracking time to be buying,” says 
James Greenwood, managing director of the 
property-search agency Stacks. “There’s hard¬ 
ly any competition out there at the moment, so 
you’ve got the field to yourself. Prices have 
been discounted, there are distressed sellers 
who have to sell and there are some real bar¬ 
gains to be had, anything between 30 per cent 
and 35 per cent off peak value. We haven’t 
seen anything like this for years.”

VAUXHALUS all-new Insignia 
marks a fresh start as well as 
new name in the family/company 
car sector.

fleet customers. The Insignia places it under 
pressure on all counts and prices start from a 
modest £15,935 - some £500 less than the 
final Vectra line-up. Styling is enhanced by 
two neat touches: blacked out door pillars 
lower a roofline that already makes the 
Vauxhall look like a four-door coupe, while the 
‘blade’ detail abaft the front wheel is a master 
touch suggesting power and muscle. 

If the car’s sharp suit worries 
BMW/Merc/Audi then the lining offers little 
relief even if let down by the budget feel of con¬ 
trols for the driver’s seat and other minutiae. 

But remember the Insignia is still selling for 
Vectra prices. Even the sporty ‘rep’s favourite’ 
SRi model we tested, with its aluminium ped¬

Diesel sales should dominate, of course, but 
our car’s all-new 220PS (218bhp) 2.0-litre Turbo 
petrol engine impressed and could become the 
cult engine to complement the Insignia’s taut 
yet supple chassis, for the Vectra’s replace¬ 
ment looks and feels more like a driver’s than 
a ‘rep’s car’.

Save money thanks to

THERE may not be any strong 
green shoots of recovery showing 
in Kent just yet, but there are some 
warm breezes blowing through the 
chilly economic climate. 

Businesses across the county are reporting 
that while the credit crunch has taken a bite 
out of their business, they are - so far at least 
- weathering the storms better than else¬ 
where in the UK. 

And much of the reason for the region’s 
resilience is being put down to an increasing 
export market and a confidence both in the 
current trading environment and in what the 
future holds. 

The Maidstone Economic Development 
Group of Kent Invicta Chamber of Commerce 
(KICC) found members were showing greater 
confidence under current conditions than the 
South East in general, and nationally. 

John Taylor, chairman of the MED Group, 
said: “While these are challenging times, we 
are heartened by this positive attitude among 
our members. Clearly things are not as gloomy 
in Kent as the national picture would sug¬ 
gest.” 

David Foley, policy director of the Channel 
Chamber of Commerce which represents 
much of the east Kent coast, agreed there were 
relatively bright areas amid the bleakness. 

He said that, with the weak pound, 
exporters especially were in a good position to 
fend off the crunch. 

“The potential for manufacturers in this 
area is considerable,” he said. 

Also firms which had a sound ecological base 
were doing relatively well because of a change 
in consumer sentiment, with people wanting 
more environment-friendly goods. 

Mr Foley reckoned the three basic principles 
of good business were price, good quality and 


service - with service being the clincher in 
rough trading times. 

Peter Hobbs, chief executive of the Channel 
Chamber, added: “We are seeing lots of small 
organisations, particularly in the service sec¬ 
tor, struggling as their sales begin to tighten. 

“As a result they are urgently reviewing 
their costs and who they buy from, in other 
words their procurement. 

“There are, of course, plenty of opportunities 
here for local businesses. For example, some 
local book-keepers and accountants are 
reporting an uplift in clients.” 

KICC members in the service sector - rather 
than manufacturing - are upbeat. 

During the three months to December, these 
members reported a “less dire decline” in both 
home and export sales than the rest of the 
South East. 


Elsewhere, while order books are dipping 
and cash-flow worsened, KICC members 
appear to be performing better than elsewhere 
in the nation. 

Interestingly, their levels of business confi¬ 
dence were higher, which is an important fac¬ 
tor in getting the economy back on track. 

An equal proportion expected sales to rise in 
2009 as to fall and although more expected 
profits to fall rather than to rise, this gloom 
was much less widespread than the rest of the 
South East, despite the fact that more KICC 
members were carrying spare capacity. 

The higher confidence is reflected in pre- 
December employment, which held steady, 
unlike the rest of the South East and the UK, 
and while there were more firms expecting to 
cut staff than those aiming to hire more, there 
was less pessimism.
